The promptness of the German gov- 
ernment's reply to President Wilson's 
note is characterized by the evening 
newspapers today as evidence of Ger- 
many's eagerness to bring the war to 
an end. The Standard says: 


"It would be a mistake to neglect 
the German peace maneuvre. but It 
would be even 
more 
fatal to waste 
time over them.- We trust the govern- 
ment will give President Wilson a per- 
fectly courteous, but also a definite 
reply and then get on with the war as 
energetically as possible." 


The Pall Mall Gazette says: 
"Germany has not been slow to seize 
the advantages given her by President 
Wilson's 
maladroit 
diplomacy. 
It 
would be a real triumph for Germany 
to have herself recognized as the wire- 
puller of the power whose subjects her 
submarines drowned 
with Impunity 
and which lectured her in the name of 
all the 
cardinal 
virtues. 
It would 
teach the world that by letting the 
Americans do the talking, Germany 
understands Jhow to get her own way 
eventually In the sphere of practical 
politics. 


Calls It Coat of Whitewash.

cussion with an unpunished criminal 
or with a power whose most solemn 
engagements are mere scraps oS pa- 
per. 
If Mr. Wilson's real object was 
to elicit a plain statement of the aims 
and terms of both sides. Berlin's an- 
swer shows that he failed. 


"It did not require a note to pro- 
cure a plain statement of the allied 
cause. Upon the German side the in- 
vitation meets with summary dismis- 
sal. 
The ill-conceived note has been 
frustrated, and the most dignified 
course now would be Its frank with- 
drawal." 


The following is from the West- 
minster Gazette: 


"For two or three days the pretensa 
was kept up that the American pro- 
posals were unfriendly attempts to 
snatch 'the prize of victory' from tlio 
Geiman people, but this clearly is not 
at all the view of the German gov- 
ernment, which sees in it a welcome 
opportunity to improve the occasion 
and at the same time push forward its 
own proposal for stopping the war. 
President Wilson Is not to blame for 
this and we should be very unwise to 
rush to the conclusion that he ex- 
pected to receive this answer and was 
to that extent playing Into the han.is 
of the Germans."

Here 
the poorer people come. 


During the hour or so between races 
the people in attendance spend their 
time choosing their favorites and bet- 
ting. 


Knowing that all Australia loves a 
" true sport" and that the poor man 
will plunge as much if not more than 
his richer bi-other. the government has 
brought in a law providing that •^rams, 
cabs. etc.. carrying people to the races 
must sell them a return ticket or fare, 
which will insure their having enough 
money left 
to at least 
take them 
home. 


All sorts of odds are offered by the 


bookmakers. 
The poorer people aro 
unusually fond of the long chance, of 
which many are given. 
Sometimes a 
120 to 1 shot is offered for the one 
picking the winner of two races. 


In addition to the betting at the race 
courses there is at least one weekly 
"sweep" arranged and sometimes five 
or six. 
Generally 100,000 tickets at 
$1.25 are sold for these 
"sweeps." 
Although those who- hold tickets at 
$1.25 are sold 
lucky numbers and 
names of horses win large sums, it is 
estimated 
that there 
is only one 
chance in a million of Avinning the 
capital prize. 


It is probable that the number of 
tickets sold for these 
"sweeps" is 
equal to 10 per cent of the population. 
That is, one person out of every ten 
in Australia buys a ticket on the week- 
ly "sweeps." 


Many 
Australians are 
known to 
have religiously 
bought a "sweeps" 
ticket week in and week out for years 
without winning a farthing. 
There is 
always the chance that they will win 
"next time."

Agne, 
Deitschel, 
Hartman, 
Korte, Kinder, Rogge and Schlebecker 
voted to cfush the code. The ordinance 
was removed from the files. 


Like ordinance was presented be- 
fore the council some time ago. It 
met the same fate.

in speaking for killing the ordinance 
used the former result as proof that 
such a bill could not hope to pass the 
council.

$75 to $85 a month, was referred to 
the committee on fees and salaries. 


Two new lamps at the corner of the 
president's desk were the Christmas 
present of the lighting department to 
the council. 
The lamps had been in- 
stalled during the week by A. C. Ho- 
brock.

Opportunity 
of the Minority. 


Careful count of noaes iri the next natiorual house of representa- 
tives now seems to make- it absolutely certain tljat neither the demo- 
crats nor the republicans are to have delBnite control of the lower 
trauLch of congress. 
Not eveti any possible outcome of the two 
contests now in prospect can aliter that fact. As the situation now 
stands the republicans have 214, the democrats 213, while the total 
required for a majority is 218 votes. The balance of power is inevit- 
ably going to lie with the 2 independents, the 2 progressives, and 1 
socialist and the 1 prohibitionist who are assured of seats beyoqd 
question. 


The situation'is not one to giva cheer to the steadfast party man, 
be his political conrplexion what it i^iay. President Wilson was eager 
to have a reliably democratic house behind him. Bepublicans were 
just as solicitous in their effort to secure control of the lower house. 
The actual outcome will scarcely be satisfactory to either, and we 
fancy that each old party, denied a positive majority on its owfi ac- 
count, would have preferred to see its big rival in complete control 
rather than to be put in the harassed uncertainty that must ensue 
under what has actually liappened. 
That is the partisan view of 
things. To the average citizen, however, the development is not an 
altogether mixed evil. He is even able to see a faint gleam of hope 
fighting its way through the clouds. 


Even with the senate in definite party control, the opportunity of 
the minority is here. It will be invested with a power that can avail 
much—much good, if it be used wisely, or it can so tie things up by 
divisions and bickerings that progress will be almost impossible. It 
can stubbornly flock alone and clog the legislative wheels, or it can 
use j^s power sanely and patriotically on questions as t"hey arise and 
make certain of the enactment of only such legislation as shall com- 
mend itself to the entire nation, unmeasured by party expediency or 
personal considerations. The minority must, of course, maintain an 
independent course to retain its power, and it doubtless will do that. 
Power will slip from its fingers if it is lured into definite alignment 
yiat spells permanence. It may not be able to share largely in the dis- 
tbution of official favors, but it will have abundant opportunity to 
^ v the country of what stuff it is made.

The advantage of doing so in this case is plainly appar- 
ent. Being first, she is forced to go no further than she is perfectly 
willing to go. German diplomacy has demonstrated that it is fully on 
level with German arms in dealing with the war proposition. 


So much bitter feeling is already developing in the republi(?an 
mayoralty race scheduled in Indianapolis next year that many repub- 
licans are said to be turning to democracy in their determination to 
beat Lew Shank for the place. Colonel Shank, in vaudeville and as 
an auctioneer, appears to be rather a good sort of fellow, but there 
arc thousands of Indianapolis republicEms who simply can \ forgive 
him for aspiring to grace the mayor's chair once more. Moreover, 
they are making the fact so plain and flat that Colonel Shank himself 
must begin to have suspicion of the true state of things.

ents of schools everywhere now are 
being asked to lead in the thrift move- 
ment. 
Essays on thrift are to be writ- 
ten by the school children of the land, 
and. prizes amounting to $1.000 are to 
,be paid those whose essays are ad- 
judged to be worthy of especial dis- 
tinction. 
In each county the local 
winner In the essay contest Is to get 
a special medal. 
The county winner 
also will be expected to read his prize 
essay before the county, teachers' in- 
stitute. 
Last year more than 20,000i 
school children took part in the thrift 
essay contest. 
The field is being wid- 
ened for 1917, and It Is expected there 
will be thrift essay contests in more 
than 2,500 
counties 
in the 
United 
States.

Menace to Health 


(Indianapolis News.) 


The snow, and heavy foot traffic in- 
cidental to the Christmas season com- 
bine to bring into prominence a con- 
dition that does not reflect credit on 
the city. 
Carelessness in the matter 
of keeping walks clean and free irom 
slush was never more evident. 
In 
the down town district many stretches 
of walk last week were only partly 
cleaned of snow and ice, some did not 
appear to have been touched at all, and 
many others that had been freed of 
snow and ice were covered with a 
coating of mud and water. 
This was 
tracked Into stores 
and offices by 
thousands of shoppers. 
If a broom 
had been used after the walks were 
cleared of •ten.ow they would have been 
dried by the air in a few minutes. The 
effect of unclean walks on health and 
on the appearance of the city is obvi- 
ous. 


Householders are 
notably 
careless 


about cleaning the walks of snow. Not 
more than half of them take the trou- 
ble to do so. 
It does little good for 
one resident to clean his own' walk 
when the stretches of snow and slush 
must be traversed on each side of him. 


During a recofit typhoid epidemic 
the police^were sent about.to warn 
householders to clean up their prem- 
ises and remedy unsanitary conditions, 
and many back 
yards 
received 
a 
cleaning up of which they were sorely 
in need. 
Snow and slush on walks are 
also a menace to health and the same 
kind of warning should be effective.

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The board of public works, which 
met lapt Tuesday, for the last time 
during 1916, has granted 168 improve- 
ment 
resolutions 
during 
the 
year. 
There were 115 improvements granted 
in the city during 1915. 


Most conclusive mark of the city's 
healthy growth is the fact that 127 of 
the improvement bills were for paving 
of streets and alleys and laying of side- 
walks. 


End of :^916 finds more than 150 
miles of paved streets in Fort Wayne. 


There were 89 paving and sidewalk 
resolutions passed by the works board 
during 1915. 
That included 35 miles 
of asphalt, asphaltic concrete, brick, 
macadam 
and 
reinforced 
concrete 
pavements. 
It meant more than six 
miles of alley paving and twelve miles 
of concrete sidewalks. 


Total expenditure for paving and 
sidewalks 
during 
1915 
was 
$320,-

Citj' sewer interceptor caved in at a 
point near the Nickel Plate 
tracks, 
between Walton avenue and Glasgow 
street, Wednesday morning. 
Water, 
f r o m . m u c h recent raining, had seeped 
through masonry of the sewer top and 
had weakened the brick wall. 


The interceptor is thirty feet under 
ground at that point. 
Tube of 
the 
sewer is five feet acro.ss. 
The sewer 
walls are of three layers of 
brick. 
Nearly a week will be required for city 
workmen to repair the damage. 


Repair of the interceptor will cost 
about .$200. 
Earth, which fell into the 
sewer, Avhen the top collapsed, will 
have to be removed and new

The interceptor has been built 
for sixteen years. 
This i.s the 
first 
cave-in of the big tube in that region 
since construction of the sewer. 


No damage will be done to property 
in the region of the cave-in, as open-,

the walls collapsed.

dispatched at once to the scene of the 
wrecked tube. Tuesday. 
A large pipe

have dealt with the (Jerman proposals. 
It is understood here that the reply 
does not .siivc specific terms, but re- 
fers generally 
to the objects of 
the 
ullies. 


Those participating in the 
discus- 
sion speak of the difficulty of express- 
ing the general purposes in concrete 
form so that the I'cply may be defi- 
nitely responsive and 
at 
the same 
lime convew to neutral countries an 
adecjuato idea of the aims and 
pur- 
poses for which the entente allies are 
contending. 


The reason for not stating the spe- 
cific terms is said 
here to be 
that 
the tei-ms of the allies largely depend 
ui)on th ccxtent ofthe military

cesses whi<-h thoy confidently expect 
and that any statement of terms now 
would be upon the existing military

The chimney was one of the 
first 
large chimneys that was built in Fort 
Wayne.

Uruguay May Grive Power to 
Commission Instead of 
President. 


Montevideo,

Press.)—Legislation of the most radi- 
cal character is being discussed by con- 
ffressional 
commissions 
which' have 
been meeting regularly in this capital 
for the past few weeks. 
The ordinary 
sessions of congress are fixed by the 
constitution to be held between Feb- 
ruary 15 and June 15 of each yeav, but 
the radicals have forced the issue and 
their advanced ideas are being consid- 
ered at this time. 


The most revolutionary of the pro- 
posals is that Uruguay shall change its 
form of government so that a commis- 
sion instead of a president 
shall be 
vested with the executive power. 
Uru- 
guay, one of the richest and best gov- 
erned, though one of the smallest of 
the South American republics, has a 
population 
of 
less 
than 
1,500,000, 
which the supporters of the comillis- 
sion plan say would lend itself to the 
new idea. 
Its. 19 departments, cor- 
responding to states 
in the 
United 
States of North Anaerica, are so closely 
welded by railways and waterways that 
the governmental problem is simpler 
in the little republic tlian in any other

Under the present constitution the 
executive power is vested in a presi- 
dent, who is chosen by the general as- 
sembly for a term of four years and 
who is forbidden to be a candidate for 
re-election for the term immediately 
following his own tenure of office. Dr. 
Feliciano Viera, who heads the present 
Uruguayan government, 
is 
a 
pro- 
nounced radical, but it is political gos- 
sip that the program of the extremists 
of his own party has taken him off his 
feet and he is doing what he can to 
stem the tide. 
Already the insurance 
business and the 
electric 
light and 
power business of the capital have been 
taken over by the government and en- 
thusiasts are calling for state owned 
ráihvays, bakeries and street car sys- 
tems. 
Here they have met the oppo- 
sition of the British owners of the rail- 
ways, who have threatened to with- 
draw their capital if the proposed laws 
are put into effect. 


Recently the 
sociologists have be- 
come active and Domingo Arena, oné 
of the most prominent lawyers of tho 
country, made a speech before the 
commission advocating the enactment 
of a divorce law by the provisions 
of 
which a woman 
might 
be released 
from the matrimonial contract upon a 
mere request to that effect befpi-e a 
properly constituted magistrate. Under 
the proposed law women would not be 
required to give any cause ^Vhatsoever. 
In the case of the husband a long list 
of limiting causes is enumerated.

author of this measure declared that

His speech Avas at first ridiculed, but is

Senor Battly Ordonez, who preceded 
Dr. Vierna as president of Uruguay, 
and w^ho is one of the present chief ex- 
ecutive's closest friends, is a leader of 
one of the most advanced of the radi- 
cal wings.

adopted in practically all parts of the 
republic. 
The fact that the present 
government cannot 
follow 
the pro- 
posed program of this leader and that 
of Senor Arena has threatened to cause 
a split in the radical party. This could 
mean that the opposition might come 
in to power after being out fbr a half 
of ij. centurj'. 
It is to avoid this very 
thing that the compromise of a com- 
mission form of government has been 
proposed, the idea being to find places 
for all wings of the radical party.

The old chimney had been standing 


for the past forty-four years and dur- 
ing the last visit of the state building 
inspector in Fort Wayne it was con- 
demned. It had not been used for the 
past twenty years and large cracks 
started to appear in the four walls. It 
was declared unsafe as it stood next 
to the round house where men are 
employed every day. 


The chimney was hanging towards 


tho main building and had it fallen on 
its own accord it would have crushed 
the building to the east of it. Tho 
Fort Wayne House Wrecking com- 
pany was engaged to tear the large 
smoke conveyor down. 


The chimney at the bottom was ten 


feet square and each wail was thirty 
inches 
thick. 
Sixty-five 
thousand 


jrlcks were used in its construction. 
This is a large number when it is con- 
sidered that it takes 60,000 bricks to 
mild a seven-room two-story brick 
louse. 


A hole three feet and a half high 


was cut in the south wall of tho chim- 
loy. A large block of wood was fitted 
tightly in the opening and a large 
cable was attached to the block. The 
other end of the cable, after running 
through a pulley, was attached to a 
switch engine. 
Tho wrecking crew 


then began to cut away the side walls. 
It was planned to cut away the south, 
west and east walls of the chimney 
and then pull out the block. However, 
after the south wall and two-thirds of 
the east west walls had been torn 
away, the large piece of masonry 
toppled, and before the block and 
tackle could be used, it fell. 


The chimney was one of the first

vested with the executive power. Uru- 
guay, one of the richest and best gov- 
erned, though one of the smallest of 
the South American republics, has a 
population 
of less than 
1,500,000, 


which the supporters of the commis- 
sion plan say would lend itself to the 
new idea. 
Its 19 departments, cor- 


responding to states in the United 
States of North America, are so closely 
welded by railways and waterways that 
the governmental problem is simpler 
in the little republic than in any other 


entity oC 'the southern continent. The 
proposed commission would cynsist o£ 
seven members, one to act us execu- 
tive chairman for the period ot one 
year, to be replaced at tho expiration 
of this time by another member ot the 
commission. The 
retiring executive 


chairman would leave the post to bo 
replaced- by a new member to be se- 
lected by the legislature. 
Only those 


who had served on the commission for 
a period longer than a. year would be 
eligible to tho chairmanship. 


Under the present constitution the 


executive power is vested In a presi- 
dent, who is chosen by the general as- 
sembly for a term of four .years and 
who is forbidden to be a candidate for 
re-election for the term immediately 
following his own tenure of office. Dr 
Feliciano Viera, who heads the presenl 
Uruguayan government, 
is a pro- 


nounced radical, but it is political gos- 
sip that the program of the extremists 
of his own party has taken him oft his 
feet and he is doing what he can to 
stem the tide. Already the insurance 
business and the 
electric 
light and 


power business of the capital have been 
taken over by the government' and en- 
thusiasts are calling for state owned, 
railways, bakeries and 'street car sys- 
tems. Here they have met the oppo- 
sition of the British owners of the rail- 
ways, who have threatened to with- 
draw their capital if the proposed laws 
are put into effect.
